Kokorao Comes to the Front with a 


New Industry of Importance. 


KOKOMO, IND., Nov. 12.—A new 


factory luis jut.t boon put into oporu 
tiou in Kokomo for llio manufacture oil 
buttoi- 1'rom peanuts. For a your 01 
iiioro Lane Bros, of this city liavo boeu 
working on a process of milking but- 
ter from tlio peaarat to couipoto with 
the product of tlio farm cow, and by 


io use of tlio Spanish nut, frown iu 


tho Philippines, they have succeeded 
iu producing the dosirud nrticlo. At 
Uio present price of tlio Spanish nuts 
tlio bulU'i- can bo bold at 15 cents pel- 
pound, and when tlio Philippine Is- 
lands bec-omo an Amoricau possession, 
with no import duticH, thu cost wil 
bu loss. The process of manufacture 
is no secret. The nuts, after tlio hulls 
arc removed, are carefully hand picked 
and faulty kernels removed. They are 
then roasted in a largo rotary oven. 
Again they are gone over by hand for 
the removal of scorched grains, Thu 


iiutH are then put through a mill and 
ground as line as the finest flour, tlio 
natural oil in the grains giving it the 
appearance and consistency of putty 
as it leaves tho null, except Unit it is 
more of an orange color. By the addi- 
tion of altered water, to reduce it to a 
more pliable state, the butter is com- 
plete, no other ingredient, not even 
mill, being used. It never grows rancid 
and keeps iu any climate. It is put 
up in 0110, two, live, ten, twenty-five 
mid 100 pound tin cans and scaled. 
Tho new butter is already in great 
demand at sanitariums and health re- 
sorts. It is lined for all purposes ordi- 
nary butter 
is used lor, including 


shortening 
and 
frying. Physicians 


pronounce it more healthful than cow 
butter and it is much less expensive. 


P>y tho addition of more water , u deli- 
cious cream is made, and if desired it 
can in the samu way bo reduced to 
tho consistency of milk. The new 
butter factory is located but a few rods 
from a largo diary farm imd in 11111- 
uing in opposition to it.

WINTER BOARD FOR HORSE& 


City Ovrm-rii Who Want to BoonomtM 


Send Thflr AniranU to 


the Country. 


The question nf horse board for win- 


lor in now intcrustlng numy city pco 
pit-. Town luirse ownel'b "ho have no 
ui,c for their animals in Hie months ol 
November, December, January, Fcb 
runry <mcl March turn them out into 
the oouutry among tho farmers, who 
become responsible for the safety and 
good cnro o£ tin: horuos, - 


The city rates for boarding hordes 


vary a great deal. In some places the 
board for bubiness ho'rscf, is as low as 
S15 a month. For fine carriage horses, 
with the cure of carriages, the price 
rnngfs from $18 to $20. In the larger 
cities it ib $23 to $40 a month per horse, 
according lo the style of the stable. 
In the smaller citic-R good comfortable 
box btnllf. can be had for $16 to $20 a 
month. Thlb includes the care of liar- 
ni>ss and carriage or carriages. The 
shoeing is extra, from $1.25 to $2 per 
not of shoes, the-horses requiring new 
chocs once a nlonth on nn average. 


Horse owners wlio do not care to 


undergo this expense loolc around for 
country board for the horscR, and flud 
suitable places as low as from srix to 
eight, dollars a month. At the lotfget 
figure the, shoes of tfce horses are re- 
moved and the animals are kept in n 
warm stable nnd fed on hay or com 
huik chop. They are never grained 
more than once n day, if that. Ono 
meal a day ol a quart of oats and a 
quart of cracked com ir, deemed su'fil- 
cient for a horse that does not work 
during the long winter months. Hay 
Is fed morning and evening. On warm, 
pleaiant, dnys the horsou get air and 
sunshine in the barnyard. 


All oi tho horses of tho Barrram & 


Bailey show, when in this country, 
woru wintered in the Lebanon valley. 
Iluitalo Hill's horsoB have just been 
brought here and distributed among 
»he farmers In this vicinity. One fann- 
er nenr hero has taken 150 head. Of 
course where KO many are, taken the 
price is lower. On a neighboring farm 
nnoUicr big lot is stubled, together 
with the buffaloes of the show. A mini- 
bor of tho drivers of tho show are 
also boarded in this vicinity to look 
after the horses. Other shown and out- 
floor attractions winter their horses 
among the farmers nenr tho railroads, 
and not far from tlie larger cities. 
Farmers are glad to get liorsce to 
board, as they mukc more in. this way 
out of hay, corn and oats than by sell- 
ing- them.—N. Y. Sun.

After reading of the brilliant, ex- 


ploits of our gnlUrit troopn at Oindur- 
man, imc may be pardoned for doubt- 
ing tbc existence of cowards in the 
British army. 


Uni'oiinnately, however, every now 


uud then amid the din and crash of bat/ 
ile a recruit is seized with n fit of cow- 
irdice, which he boldly lights against 
The attack is oftentimes quite inex- 
plicable, and nearly always aiomcn 
tury. 


The majority of men are brave by 


instinct, especially when in the Illicit 
of a fight. Then- arc, of course, ex- 
ceptions to the rule, but generally the 
tVcling that tlic soldier is not a sep- 
arate unit, but a cog in a vab,t fighting 
machine, tends to make even the most 
timorous stand shoulder to shoulder 
with his comrades.
